Calif.—sought 
designation as administrators of 
their brother’s $30-million estate 
instead of the executors named 
in his will. 


As Rose’s final resting place, 
the sisters said, they want to 
recreate in suburban Westchest­ 
er County the Jerusalem rose 
garden which Rose presented to 
Israel. 


Rose died Feh 10 in Montego 
Bay, B W I. Since the funeral 
Feb. 13 his body has been in a

at 
Westchester 
Hills 
Cemetery, 
Ardsley-on-Hudson, 
N Y . 


Opposing the sisters’ petition 
are the three executors and the 
showman’s

wife. Joyce Matthews. 


The sisters’ attorney, James 
N. Vaughan, 
said his clients’ 
plan for such a garden would 
cost about $125.000. 
James R Cherry, attorney for 
the estate, said the sisters pro­ 
posed a plan which would cost 
“ perhaps $500.000 ” 
Executors of the estate are 
Morris Shilensky, Arthur Can­ 
tor. and Charles Wohlstter. 
The sisters also said the three 
had refused to turn over Rose s 
documents to them. 
Surrogate Joseph A Cox took 
the petition under advisement. 
The will left Mrs. Gottlieb $50.-

So far Wilson has been friendly ; 
toward the United States. Will he 
remain so in the future? Or will 
he yield to pressure to oppose 
the US. in Viet Nam? 
To date the Labor government 
has hedged on the issue of Bri­

Common Market. Rut now that 
France has given the green light 
to Britain, will Wilson apply for 
Common Market membership? 
The same question marks float 
over domestic issues. Now that 
Wilson has a hefty majority, will 
I’P attempt to nationalize the steel 
industry as he has promised to 
do? Will he socialize other indus­ 
tries? 
It is a measure of the uncer­ 
tainty here that no one knows the 
answers to these questions.

It is unusual to find a socialist 
thinking about man as an indiv­ 
idual, a householder, an enjoyer 
of weekends, rather than as a 
horny-handed son of toil.

He 
plays golf, which in class-ridden 
Britain, where golf is still a snob 
game, would have been regarded 
as heresy by Labor stalwarts a 
few years ago.

Wilson has been trying to plow 
through Arthur Sehlesinger’s book 
on Kennedy since last December. 


If Wilson were pressed for a 
working model for the brave, new 
Britain which he has in mind lie 
would probably point to Sweden, 
where the Socialists have Inni in 
power 33 years. 


The British Labor leader ad­ 
mires Sweden enormously, points 
out that “ under socialism Sweden 
has attained a growth rate ex­ 
ceeding that of Britain under the 
Tories.” 


What Wilson neglects to men­ 
tion is that Sweden has fewer na­ 
tionalized 
industries 
than 
any 
other country in western Europe. 
Also, that with a population of 7'a 
million Sweden can afford to pro­ 
vide its citizens with welfare slate 
benefits. 


Wilson also neglects to remind 
Britons that with all their post­ 
war affluence the Swedes have 
the reputation of Ixmig bond to 
death, a fate which many here 
are afraid vvill overtake Britain 
with W ilson at its helm.
